REMARKS 


Claims 2-22 and 24-44 are pending in the Application. 
Claims 2-22 and 24-44 have been rejected. 


Double Patenting 


Claims 2-22 and 24-44 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-33 of the U.S. copending Application No. 
10/809,927. Enclosed herewith is a Terminal Disclaimer which overcomes this obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection. As indicated in the Terminal Disclaimer, Applicants file the Terminal 
Disclaimer to progress this Application to issuance and do not concede that the present claims 
conflict with those in the co-pending Application. 


Applicants submit that all claims are now in condition for allowance, and an early notice 
to that effect is earnestly solicited.
